The buildings behind the pate housed the guard detail of 6 men who were probably 
relieved every 2), hours, sometimes at 6 p.m. and sometimes at 8 p.m. The patrols 
at the field did not belong to the above mentioned guard detail. Their 
assignment eculd not be determined. There was only one iron entrance gate to the 
field where all the ineoming and outgoing vehicles, ag well es German and Yovict 
eersonnel were controlled. Patrols, mostly in graips of two, armed with swomacoine 
suns, guarded the area of the field and the border outside the fence. Some_times, 
thene patrols were observed; these patrols utilized natural camourtlage whenever 
vossible. Some sentries were permanently posted infthe bushes along the eastern 
field border along Wittstocker Allee. There were patrols along the southern 

border of the ficld and sentries who continuously guarded the aircraft parked in 
the open. The sentries were relieved cvery ]. to 4 hours depending on the weather.

9. From 6 to 8 Germans were employed at the field. They arrived by bicyele. At the

entrance, they hed to hand in their German identity card and received a pass 
which had been issued by the commanding officer. During their stay at the ‘field, 
toey had to carry the pass on their person. Those workers wio were employed at 
the field only temporarily were entered in a list of names which was deposited 
at the guard point by the construction staff or the special construction burcan. 
The list was signed by the Kech officer of the field, The workers had to report 
at the guard point where they had to torn in their identity card while a note 
was entered on the list c? names. The laborers were usvelliy accompanied by 
gentries while working at the field or in the billdings. The German laborers 
asual ly worked from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. with a one hour off for lunch.

Neuruppin airfield is cecupied by a fighter regiment. Aecording to observations 
on air activity, there was formation flying with up to 10 vlanes as well as 
instrument flying by individual jet planes and single-engine trainers. Tye 
frequent flights with PO-2s show that young pilots with little experience were 
probably being trained besides thc experienced pilcts, who were involved in 
advanced training. The young pilots probably practiced formation flying with 
trainers before being retrained on jet planes, 


According to available information, the alert flicht is generally parked at the 
east end of the runway.
